AMENDMENT NO. . Anend House Bill 3112 by replacing

everything after the enacting clause with the foll ow ng:

"Section 5. The Election Code is anended by changing

Sections 9-3, 9-10, and 9-28 as foll ows:

(10 ILCS 5/9-3) (from Ch. 46, par. 9-3)

Sec. 9-3. Every state political conmttee and every
local political commttee shall file with the State Board of
El ections, and every local political commttee shall file
with the county clerk, a statenent of organization within 10
busi ness days of the creation of such conmttee, except any
political commttee created wthin the 30 days before an
el ection shall file a statenment of organization wthin 5
busi ness days. A political commttee that acts as both a
state political commttee and a |local political commttee
shall file a copy of each statenent of organization with the
State Board of Elections and the county clerk.

The statenent of organization shall include -

(a) the nanme and address of the political commttee (the
name of the political commttee nust include the nane of any
sponsoring entity);

(b) the scope, area of activity, party affiliation,
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candidate affiliation and his county of residence, and
pur poses of the political commttee;

(c) the nane, address, and position of each custodi an of
the conmttee's books and accounts;

(d) the name, address, and position of the commttee's
principal officers, including the chairman, treasurer, and
officers and nenbers of its finance commttee, if any;

(e) (Blank);

(f) a statenent of what specific disposition of residual
fund will be mde in the event of the dissolution or
term nation of the conmttee;

(g) a [isting of al | banks or other financial
institutions, safety deposi t boxes, and any ot her
repositories or custodians of funds used by the commttee;

(h) the amount of f unds avai l abl e for canpai gn
expenditures as of the filing date of the commttee's
stat enent of organization.

For purposes of this Section, a "sponsoring entity" is
(1) any person, political comm ttee, or gani zati on,
corporation, or association that contributes at |east 33% of
the total funding of the political commttee or (ii) any
person or other entity that is registered or is required to
regi ster under the Lobbyist Registration Act and contributes
at | east 33%of the total funding of the political commttee.

A political conmmttee that acts as either (i) a State and

local political commttee or (ii) a local political comrittee

and that files statenents of organization electronically

under Section 9-28 is not required to file copies of the

statenents with the appropriate county clerk if the county

clerk has a systemthat pernmts access to, and duplication

of, statenents that are filed wth the State Board of

El ecti ons.

Sec. 9-10. Financial reports.

(a) The treasurer of every state political conmttee and
the treasurer of every local political conmttee shall file
with the Board, and the treasurer of every local politica
conmmttee shall file with the county «clerk, reports of
canpaign contributions, and sem -annual reports of canpaign
contributions and expenditures on fornms to be prescribed or
approved by the Board. The treasurer of every political
committee that acts as both a state political commttee and a
| ocal political conmttee shall file a copy of each report
wth the State Board of Elections and the county clerk.
Entities subject to Section 9-7.5 shall file reports required
by that Section at tinmes provided in this Section and are
subject to the penalties provided in this Section.

(b) Reports of canpaign contributions shall be filed no
later than the 15th day next preceding each el ection
including a primary election in connection with which the
political committee has accepted or IS accepting
contributions or has nmade or is making expenditures. Such
reports shall be conplete as of the 30th day next preceding
each election including a primary election. The Board shal
assess a civil penalty not to exceed $5,000 for a violation
of this subsection, except that for State officers and
candi dates and political commttees fornmed for statew de
office, the civil penalty may not exceed $10,000. The fi ne,
however, shall not exceed $500 for a first filing violation
for filing less than 10 days after the deadline. There shal
be no fine if the report is nmailed and postmarked at |east 72
hours prior to the filing deadline. For the purpose of this
subsection, "statewi de office" and "State officer" neans the
Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Attorney General, Secretary of
State, Conptroller, and Treasurer. However, a continuing

political commttee that neither accepts contributions nor
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makes expenditures on behalf of or in opposition to any
candidate or public question on the ballot at an election
shall not be required to file the reports heret of ore
prescribed but my file in lieu thereof a Statenent of
Nonparticipation in the Election with the Board or the Board
and the county clerk.

(b-5) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (b),
any contribution of $500 or nore received in the interim
between the last date of the period covered by the |ast
report filed under subsection (b) prior to the election and
the date of the election shall be reported within 2 business
days after its receipt. The State Board shall allow filings
under this subsection (b-5) to be made by facsimle
transm ssion. For the purpose of this subsecti on, a
contribution is considered received on the date the public
official, candidate, or political commttee (or equivalent
person in the case of a reporting entity other than a
political commttee) actually receives it or, in the case of
goods or services, 2 days after the date the public official,
candi date, conmttee, or other reporting entity receives the
certification required under subsection (b) of Section 9-6.
Failure to report each contribution is a separate violation
of this subsection. The Board shall inpose fines for
violations of this subsection as foll ows:

(1) if the political commttee's or other reporting
entity's total receipts, total expenditures, and bal ance
remaining at the end of the |ast reporting period were
each $5,000 or less, then $100 per business day for the
first wviolation, $200 per business day for the second
viol ation, and $300 per business day for the third and
subsequent vi ol ati ons.

(2) if the political commttee's or other reporting
entity's total receipts, total expenditures, and bal ance

remaining at the end of the last reporting period were
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each nore than $5, 000, then $200 per business day for the

first wviolation, $400 per business day for the second

vi ol ation, and $600 per business day for the third and

subsequent vi ol ations.

(c) In addition to such reports the treasurer of every
political commttee shall file sem -annual reports of
canpaign contributions and expenditures no later than July
31st, covering the period fromJanuary 1st through June 30th
i medi ately preceding, and no later than January 31st,
covering the period fromJuly 1st through Decenber 31st of
the precedi ng cal endar year. Reports of contributions and
expenditures nust be filed to cover the prescribed tine
peri ods even though no contributions or expenditures may have
been received or made during the period. The Board shal
assess a civil penalty not to exceed $5,000 for a violation
of this subsection, except that for State officers and
candidates and political commttees forned for statew de
office, the civil penalty may not exceed $10,000. The fine,
however, shall not exceed $500 for a first filing violation
for filing less than 10 days after the deadline. There shal
be no fine if the report is mailed and postmarked at |east 72
hours prior to the filing deadline. For the purpose of this
subsection, "statewi de office" and "State officer"” means the
Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Attorney General, Secretary of
State, Conptroller, and Treasurer.

(c-5) A political commttee that acts as either (i) a

State and local political conmttee or (ii) a local political

commttee and that files reports electronically under Section

9-28 is not required to file copies of the reports wth the

appropriate county clerk if the county clerk has a system

that permts access to, and duplication of, reports that are

filed with the State Board of El ecti ons.

(d) A copy of each report or statenment filed under this

Article shall be preserved by the person filing it for a
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period of two years fromthe date of filing.

Sec. 9-28. Electronic filing and availability. The
Board shall by rule provide for the electronic filing of
expenditure and contribution reports as foll ows:

Beginning July 1, 1999, or as soon thereafter as the
Boar d has provided adequate software to the political
commttee, electronic filing is required for all political
commttees that during the reporting period (i) had at any
time a bal ance or an accunul ati on of contributions of $25, 000
or nore, (ii) nade aggregate expenditures of $25,000 or nore,
or (iii) received | oans of an aggregate of $25,000 or nore.

Begi nning July 1, 2003, electronic filing is required for
all political conmttees that during the reporting period (i)
had at any tine a balance or an accumul ati on of contributions
of $10,000 or nore, (ii) mde aggregate expenditures of
$10,000 or nore, or (iii) received | oans of an aggregate of
$10, 000 or nore.

The Board may provide by rule for the optional electronic
filing of expenditure and contribution reports for all other
political commttees. The Board shall pronmptly nake al
reports filed under this Article by all political commttees
publicly available by neans of a searchabl e database that is
accessi bl e through the Wrld Wde Wb.

The Board shall provide all software necessary to conply
with this Section to candidates, public officials, political
comm ttees, and election authorities.

The Board shall inplement a plan to provide conputer
access and assistance to candidates, public officials,
political commttees, and election authorities wth respect
to electronic filings required under this Article.

The Board shall by rule provide for the optional filing
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by electronic neans of statenents of organization required

under this Article to be filed with the State Board.

For the purposes of this Section, "political commttees"
includes entities required to report to the Board under
Section 9-7.5.
